It la understood 
that the firnueu want a cash com panes 
lion equal to the amount that W00 ex¬ 
emption would repreaeot multiplied by 
the prevailing lax rats of any year. It 
Is presumed that ths benefit sought 
would apply squally to active and ex¬ 
empt members and to non-tax peylog 
members. The effect of euch e proposi¬ 
tion, If adopted by tbe Council, would 
practically be the creation of a paid fire 
department, aod while tbe compensa¬ 
tion would be small as effecting Indi¬ 
vidual firemen, It would be extensive In 
IU scope, and place e large number of 
people on tbe town pay roil. Tbe pre- 
aumptlou above stated may be a mis¬ 
taken one, and the firemen may be able 
to evolve some kind of a proposition of 
both an equitable and economical char- 
acter. Tne meeting of the firemen will 
be looked forward to with much Interest, 
as there la no doubt but what It will 
result In giving tbe Town Council a 
problem to deal with that w.ll require 
tbe display of astute diplomacy.
